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Cohen submits 
capital plans 


Requests are ‘wish 
list’ of items needed

AGAWAM — Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
submitted his Capital Improvement Program 
(CIP) for fiscal years 2014 to 2018 to the 
city council last month. Included in the plan 
are “wish list” items and estimated costs for 
projects that are needed in order for the town 
to operate efficiently, he said. 

“These are our best estimates of what de- 
partment heads and the community feel are 
projects that are needed,” he said. “It doesn’t 
mean all projects that are listed are going to 
happen.” 

The general fund requests for 2014 and 
2015 include renovations to the bathrooms 
and locker rooms at Agawam High School 
in order to comply with Title Nine require- 
ments and improvements to the track and 
bleachers at the school. 

According to Cohen, the CIP is required 
by the town charter as well as the Depart- 
ment of Revenue and bonding agencies. It 
provides for the planning, design, construc- 
tion, renovation or replacement of a public 
building; an addition to public building; the 
purchase of land or buildings for public pur- 
pose; or long-range development study. It 


usually consists of about $20,000 and would

School board passes ‘sound’ budget 
Council to take up $38M request

AGAWAM - The school depart- 
ment’s 2013-2014 budget cleared 
its final hurdle at the school com- 
mittee level and is headed to the 
city council for a vote. 

The $38 million budget re- 
ceived swift approval at the April 
23 school committee meeting fol- 
lowing a public hearing, during 
which no residents came forward 
to speak either in favor or against 
increasing the current $36 school 
budget by almost $1.6 million. 

Following the hearing — which 
lasted less than 15 minutes — five 
of the seven committee members

voted to adopt the fiscal year 2014 
budget. One committee member 
was absent and Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen, who also serves as school 
committee chair, voted “present” 
— which is a vote that is neither for 
nor against. 

The total budget requested by 
Superintendent William Sapelli 
for FY14 is $38,080,847 — an in- 
crease of $1,592,357. This is an 
approximately 4 percent increase 
to the current $36,488,490 school 
department budget. 

During his brief PowerPoint 
presentation on the budget, Sa- 
pelli explained that 79 percent of 
the money goes to pay salaries for 
school staff while the remaining 
21 percent is used to purchase ser- 
vices and supplies. The FY 14 bud- 
get total for collective bargaining 
agreements and special education 
staff requirements, which includes 
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salaries, is $1,465,815. 

School budget heads to city 

council 

The committee vote now puts 
the school budget in the hands of 
the city council. Several council- 
ors attended joint budget work- 
shops with the school committee 
prior to the committee’s tentative 
approval of the school budget in 
early April. Once the school bud- 
get is formally received at town 
hall, it will be incorporated into 
the town’s budget and presented 
to the city council by May 15. 

If the council approves the 
school budget without any chang- 
es, it will mean no teacher lay- 
offs, no increases in class sizes, 
no cuts to school programs, and 
no new fees for students for the 
next school year. The approved 
school budget is a level-service

AGAWAM - Robinson State Park now 
holds more than just beautiful wilderness and 
a place to hike and play and view nature. The 
park now stands for unity and the ability to 
feel renewed strength after a visit. 

Last Saturday, April 27, the Friends of 
Robinson State Park combined with the De- 
partment of Conservation and Recreation to 
dedicate six trees representing the six New 
England states. 

The tree plantings, which were done with 
the help of Matt Largess of Rhode Island, 
represent the unity of New England, pulling 
together after the horrible tragedies that oc- 
curred at Sandy Hook Elementary School in 
Connecticut last December, and most recent- 
ly, the Boston Marathon bombings. 

Largess emphasized that an event like the 
marathon is a “New England” event and run- 
ners from all over the region gather to par- 
ticipate. He explained during his tour of the 
six different trees that the bombings were the 
reason that the Park Service Day — originally 
scheduled for April 20 — and the planting the 
trees had been postponed. 

Residents spent part of the morning clean- 
ing sticks and other debris and making gath- 
ering areas neat and tidy. Once the six trees 
were planted, Largess led a tour for the volun- 
teers to talk about the different trees that had 
been planted. 

There was a White Oak for Connecticut, an 
Eastern White Pine for Maine, an American 
Elm for Massachusetts, an American White 
Birch for New Hampshire, a Red Maple for 
Rhode Island, and a Sugar Maple for Ver- 
mont. 

The trees were all planted near the DCR 
Headquarters office located at Robinson State 
Park. Volunteers spent some time removing 
old stumps from the ground to make way for 
the new trees. 

Other stumps have been removed for older

or dead trees and all are part of a beautifica- 
tion project undertaken by the Friends group. 

Largess did a bulk of the volunteer work, 
helping to grind the stumps so they could be 
removed.

Largess said he was very pleased to help 
provide new trees for the park and help plant 
them. 

“This is a beautiful park and it was my 
pleasure to provide these trees representing 
our six New England states,’ Largess. “We 
are united and these trees show that.” 

Friends member Dave Connolly said he 
loved the configuration of the trees and hopes 
it will attract people to the park. 

“We have a unique collection of New Eng- 
land trees all in one place,” said Connolly. “I 
love what it represents and I hope people will 
come out and enjoy them.” 

In addition to the tree planting, the Aga- 
wam Garden Club turned out to make some 
plantings in the park. The garden club did the 
plantings to honor former Attorney Alexandra 
Dawson, a member who passed away Dec. 
30, 2011. 

A dedication for those plantings is planned 
for Robinson State Park Day, celebrated on 
June 15. The ceremony is scheduled for 3:30 
p.m. and several events are planned for that 
day.

Residents reminded to dispose needles, syringes properly 


The Agawam Department of Public 
Works and Health Department would like 
to remind residents not to dispose of any 
unopened or used syringes, needles, lan- 
cets, or epipens in the household trash col- 
lection regardless of its containment. 

As of July 1, 2012, medical waste regu- 
lations do not allow the disposal of sharps 


in household garbage. The Agawam Health 
Department has since set up a safe alter- 
native for disposing of used needles and 
syringes through its office. The health de- 
partment has a limited supply of containers 
available to the public at no charge. Once 
the containers are full, residents should re- 
turn the containers back to the health de- 


partment for $5 disposal fee. 

Residents may pick up their free con- 
tainer at the Agawam Health Department 
at 36 Main St., while supplies last.

Though not housed in Agawam, the 
Parish Cupboard, located on Main Street 
in West Springfield, assists residents of 
Agawam and Feeding Hills by providing 
an emergency food/grocery program as 
well as hot lunches to those who qualify, 
and we couldn’t be more appreciative of 
their efforts. 

But in order to provide this essential 
service, the Parish Cupboard relies on the 
support of organizations like the Agawam 
Clergy Association as well as donations 
from people like you. In the past, school- 
children and local scouts have held food 
drives to collect non-perishable food items 
to donate to the cupboard, which, unfor- 
tunately, cannot afford to purchase all its 
groceries from the Food Bank. 

To supplement its budget, the Parish 
Cupboard collects donations from canis- 
ters left in local businesses — such as Coo- 
per’s Commons, Goodies Convenience 
Store, Waniewski Farms, Southgate Li- 
quors, Hampden Bank, and Geissler’s Su- 
permarket — which raise an estimated $500 
to $600 per month, according to Martha 
Tighe, executive director of the cupboard. 
All that money comes from spare change; 
tallied together, a little can go a long way. 

We know these times are difficult for 
everybody, but we encourage our read- 
ers to consider those less fortunate when 
shopping for groceries. Oftentimes super- 
markets have “buy one, get one” sales that 
allow shoppers to purchase two items for 
the price of one. Many savvy shoppers 
stock up on non-perishables during these 
sales, which allow them to save money on 
their grocery bills in the long run. We can’t

The basic purpose of the Parish Cupboard 
comes right down to feeding the area’s 
neediest people. They do this by offering an 
emergency food program and a hot lunch 
program. 

“Our grocery program helps families who 
have residency in Agawam, Feeding Hills, 
and West Springfield so they can have gro- 
ceries once a month or emergency food to 
tide them over between getting their SNAP 
cards or when paychecks come in,” said 
Tighe. 

In 2012, over 700 households were reg- 
istered with the Parish Cupboard and over 
200 families visited each month for grocer- 
ies. Families who participate in the program 
must meet specific criteria and prove resi- 
dency in one of the towns. 

“Our hot lunch program starts at about 
11:20 am. We have a very small dining 
room that seats 15 at a time so we’re very 
busy. Sometimes we get 40 people who 
come in for lunch,” said Tighe. 

The meals are hearty and healthy, thanks 
in part to two creative staff cooks, one of 
whom headed a West Springfield school 
kitchen for 28 years. The Parish Cupboard 
has 18 regular in-house volunteers that are 
each assigned to a specific day of the week. 

“We try to feed them solid meals, nutri- 
tious foods like baked chicken. It’s not just 
peanut butter and jelly sandwiches or pasta 
meals. It’s a nice variety,’ said Tighe. “The 
people we serve come here because they are 
treated with respect, with dignity and they 
get a good meal.” 

The Parish Cupboard continues its good 
work through donations given by people, 


churches, corporations, and schools through- 
out the Pioneer Valley. Whether it is a mon- 
etary contribution or gift of canned goods 
— boxes of macaroni and cheese or jars of 
peanut butter, for example — it all goes to 
help those who need it most. 

“It’s how we survive. We’re a tax-free 
organization and we have to make sure that 
our budget pays the bills and buys the food 
that we don’t get donated. Without all of us 
working together as a team, this place would 
not work,” said Tighe. 

Donation canisters for the Parish Cup- 
board can be found throughout Agawam and 
Feeding Hills at Cooper’s Commons, Good- 
ies Convenience Store, Waniewski Farms, 
Southgate Liquors, Hampden Bank, and 
Geissler’s Supermarket. 

“Funds are collected once a month and 
it gives us an extra $500-600 each month 
just from everyone who puts their change 
in a canister. The store managers have been 
supportive of us by letting us put the cans 
on their counters. It’s just a big help,” said 
Tighe. 

Students from the Agawam High School 
horticultural program will also be lending 
green thumbs this spring, by selling plants 
to raise money and planting flowers on the 
grounds of the building. 

“They want to come here and make us 
look pretty since we’re a big old house. They 
want us to look as nice as we can. They are 
just wonderful kids,” said Tighe, noting how 
the building, directly in the path of the June 
2011 tornado, was miraculously spared, los- 
ing only one attic window.

necessary to fund the CIP project; set parameters on the rev- 
enue dedicated to fund proposed capital projects. It helps us 
to look at and forecast future principal interest and expen- 
ditures.” 

Cohen pointed out that when he took office, the library, se- 
nior center and DPW facility were listed as capital improve- 
ment projects that, eventually, came to fruition. 

“Those were things that were in the books for a long time; 
we were able to accomplish that,” he said. “If we can afford 
to do it, we try to get it done. If we can’t afford to do it, then 
we push it on to another year.” 

Also included in the CIP for this year are projected bond 
request for phases two and three of the Southwest Area Sew- 
er Extension Project, which was tabled indefinitely by the 
city councilors in December. Including it in the CIP would 
enable the council to “research alternatives that are less cost- 
ly options for our residents,’ Cohen said, reiterating that the 
CIP is just a projection.

partment equipment; traffic light improvements; wastewater 
and water department equipment; replacement of permit 
tracking software and more. 

“The big thing is, the CIP is a projection,” he said. “It’s 
done with a lot of thought and concern for what the town can 
afford. My goal is to maintain what we have and provide the 
services residents have become accustomed to without put- 
ting a burden on our taxpayers.” 

He went on to say that the creation of the plan is “an on- 
going process [on which] the treasure-collector, department 
heads, community, city council and school committee col- 
laborate to provide for the needs of our community.” 

A total of $882,163 in capital improvements will appear 
in the fiscal 2014 budget, which is due May 15, Cohen said. 
He estimates he will have the budget completed and sent to 
the council by May 9.

master automotive technician, Frank 

Palange knows his customers’ vehicles 
are a major investment. He cares for each 
vehicle as if it is his own. Palange also un- 
derstands that Agawam schools are a major 
investment for the community. 

That’s why for the past 12 years, Palange, 
owner of V&F Auto Repair in Agawam, has 
donated between $3,000 and $4,000 to Aga- 
wam schools. “We decided to give back to 
the community in this way to help support 
organizations within the school system that 
often are overlooked,” said Palange, who 
opened the repair facility in 1988 with his 
father Vincent (hence the V&F name for the 
business). 

“Some of our funds have been used to 
purchase computers for a school library 
and a large horn for the high school band,” 
added Palange, who recently presented Aga- 
wam Superintendent William Sapelli with 
the business’s latest donation — a check for 
nearly $500. 

The money will be used by the AHS music 
department to purchase an oboe. The oboe, a 
double reed instrument, will be used as part 
of the woodwind family in the school’s sym- 
phony and concert bands. 

“The school only owns one oboe and 
it’s in poor shape. The bands need at least 
two instruments for next year,’ said Aga- 
wam School Business Administrator Robert 
Clickstein. He added that the music depart- 
ment plans to buy a new oboe from Gerry’s 
Music Shop in South Hadley.

budget. This means the school department 
will maintain the level of services students 
are receiving in school during the 2013-2014 
school year. 

Funding for replacing older textbooks 
was a contentious issue during committee 
discussions on the budget. Several commit- 
tee members were adamant that funding for 
textbooks be raised to speed up the purchase 
of new textbooks. Sapelli addressed those 
concerns by increasing the amount for new 
textbooks by $70,000 — upping the total 
amount to $191,000 from $121,000. 

Sapelli covered the cost for additional 
textbooks without raising the total requested 
budget by taking money from professional 
development account. He told the commit- 
tee at a budget workshop that he’s hopeful 
grants will cover any professional develop- 
ment requests. 

Giving kids the education they deserve 

Committee vice chair Anthony Bonavi- 
ta said the school administration has the 
“unanimous support” of the committee for 
the budget. “I think this budget is one of the

best ones we’ve ever produced,” he said. 

Shelley Reed also complimented Sapelli 
and his staff for producing an “excellent” 
and “sound” budget. “This budget is going 
to give us a chance to give the kids the edu- 
cation they deserve,” she said. 

Diane Juzba, who chairs the budget/fi- 
nance subcommittee, commended her fellow 
committee members for an “outstanding” job 
in making the budget process go so smoothly 
this year. “As we know, in past years it has 
not gone that smoothly,” she added 

Wendy Rua echoed the sentiments ex- 
pressed by other committee members, but 
added a thank you to all the administrators 
for their leadership during the budget pro- 
cess. Said Rua, “You worked diligently and 
cooperatively with us and the city councilors 
who came to the budget subcommittee meet- 
ings.”

located in Agawam. The decision made 
nearly a quarter of a century ago by Frank 
Palange and his father (now retired) to build 
their business in Agawam has developed into 
a close connection with the community.

The base is home to the 439th Airlift Wing 
and hosts joint partners from the Army, Navy, Marines and 
civil service. According to the fiscal year 2012 Economic 
Impact Report, $238 million flowed into the Western Mas- 
sachusetts economy from the base. 

“As a long time supporter of our military men and women, 
I respect their service to our country and the critical work 
they do. The chance to tour the inside of the massive C-5 
and speak to the flight crew and ground crew who fly and 
maintain these amazing aircraft was a real highlight for me 
and my fellow legislators,” said Boldyga. “Watching the C-5 
take off from the Air Traffic Control tower was an impressive 
sight. The men and women of the Guard and Reserve make 
us all proud.”

AGAWAM - The Mayor’s of-

Editorials 
are not meant to be balanced to both sides like our news stories 
should. They are intended to opine around the facts and take a 
position. That's the whole point of the “opinion” page. 


As a free service for our readers, we will print all births, wed- 
dings, engagements, milestone anniversaries, major birthdays, 
military achievements, honors and awards. We have a “people 
news” form available for you to submit these listings. This material 
is provided to us by our readers and local institutions and we do 
not charge to print this content.
